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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The 
applicant first argues that Boyle fails to disclose an elongated shaft having "a flared distal section." However Figure 1 of Boyle clearly shows 
that the sheath comprises a flared distal section (26). The applicant then argues that Boyle teaches away from modifying with a plurality of 
filaments that are configured to radially expand, since Boyle's radially expandable inner lumen consists of low expansive material which 
provides column strength and axial stiffness. However, Boyle discloses that the expandable lumen is formed of highly elastic material that 
provides the column strength needed when advancing the sheath along a guide wire but does not interfere with the radial expansion of the 
housing (for example, see paragraph 19). Therefore, it is the examiner's position that Boyle does not teach away from utilizing an 
expandable lumen that has sufficient column strength when advancing along a guide wire and can radially expand when axially compressed 
as taught by Dubrul and the modification would not render Boyle's expandable lumen inoperable as argued. The applicant also argues that 
Dubrul fails to teach or suggest utilizing "mult-filar filaments." However, it is the examiner's position that it is well known that a piece of yarn 
may contain multiple filaments. Furthermore, since Dubrul teaches the filaments, or yarns, may be composite filaments it is the examiner's 
position that Dubrul suggests the plurality of filaments may comprise multi-filar threads as recited in the claims. The applicant finally argues 
that Boyle as modified by Dubrul fails to disclose the braided member extends proximally of the distal end of the elongated shaft member. 
However, it is the examiner's position that such a modification would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art since such a 
configuration is well known in the art to enhance the bond between elements (i.e., obvious to make integral). 
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
